(Palestine), are very different things. 
In every change the revisers lessen the 
Htrain upon faith. 

Minor changes havealready been hint- 
ed at It would take too long to sort 
out, arrange (tnd classify them. Jlere 



arc a few that come hap-hazzai'd: "As 
wo have forgiven (instead of 'forgive') 
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aro .sleeping," instead of "slept." "If 
one died for all, thon were all dead," in- 
stead of "thon did all die." Paul did 
not pray tho Lord to avenge him on 
Alexander. Hosaid: "The Lord will 
reward him accordiiijg to liis works," 
not "tho Lord reward him." "(Supposing 
that godliness were gain," instead of 
"gain is godlines.s." "The world be- 
came (instead of 'was made') flesh." 
"Born of woman,"instead of "made of 
a woman." "For wo saw his star," not 
"have seen" it. Such changes as these 
are to be found in every verse, and will 
not require a very careful -reading of 
either of the gospels te see how' "many 
changes have been made that do not 
change the spirit, yet add to its clear- 
ness and force as w.ell as.accuracv. 

MORE GOOD WORDU FROM UN- 
EXPECTED QUARTERS. 

Vosterday we copied a .short article 
on tho Canadian Pacific railway from 
the .Sacramento Uyiinn. Bolow wo re- 
produce extracts on tho samo subject 
from the .San Franoisco Bulletin. This 
constant and friendly reference to Bri 
tish Columbia* ''aiid '°th''e" great scheme 
which tho Dominion has taken in hand 
so vigorously of late, is very different 
from tho treatment accorded by the 
same authorities a year or two ago 
The Bulletin, speaking of the attempts 
of tho Eastern press to throw ridicule 
on the onterpriso and to misrepresent 
tho resources of tho territory which the 
railway will traverse shows that opin- 
ions of something tho same nature were 
expressed when a company of Califor- 
nians began the work of building a 
transcontinental railroad.- .The Now 
York papers pronounce 'mo'st' of tho 
country between the head of tho great 
lakes and the Pixcific terminus of tho 
Canada Pacific desolate and barren, 
peopled only by a few savages, 
and thoy regard it as an invest- 
ment which cannot possibly pay. 
There is nothing to gain by any mis- 
representation, of the facts. The truth 
is the Saskatchewan and Assiniboine 
Valleys, which will bo traversed by 
tho new railrotd, are as fertile as any 
on the continent. Tho isothermal belt 
of the middle States embraces them. 
They are now the pasture land of num- 
berless herds o£ buifalo. There is not 
a traveler that has crossed the region 
in question who does not testify to the 
fertility and vastness of the agricul- 
tural wealth and fuel resources— iu 
the form of great coal fields — of thepo 
two valleys. Tho application of the 
terms barren and desolate are really 
more apjiropriate to that portion of the 
Canada-Pacific route lying west of 
Fort Edmonton, which is at the foot 
of the eastern slope of tho Rocky 
Mountains. A large portion of that 
section is a heavily timbered, mountain- 
ous region, having very littlo agricul- 
tural adaptability, and of no value ex- 
cept for its minerals. Its timber re- 
sources, whate'ver they m.ay be, 
cannot be of any vilufl for transpDrta- 
tion to the coast whicb'is possessed of 
a timber belt superior in extent and 
quality. The completion of a trans- 
continental railroad in British terri- 
tory is not going to injure San Fran- 
cisco. The building up of Victoria as 
a commercial port will only increase 
the commerce of 'oarTbW'n ports. Nono 
of the Eastern ports have sufl'ered by 
the commercial growth of Jlontreal 
and other Canadian ports. When 
Victoria assumes tho proportions of 
some of its eastern sister cities, San 
Francisco' s commercial relation.s will 
bo proportionately increased by it. 
The prospect of tho completion of this 
transcontinental highway, no matter 
how remote it may actually be, ouglit 
to be hailed here with a considerable 
degree of satisfaction. "Wo are already 
profiting somewhat by the construction 
of that section of 'the Canada-Pacific 
from Yale to Kamloop.*!, in the form 
of increased exports of construction 
and other materials to Briti.sh Columbia. 

The same journal, in another article, 
comments upon tho pajjer in the Wai 
minster Review on the subject of Great 
Britain and Russia in the Pacific. It 
says that when . the Canada Pacific 
railroad sliall bo completed British 
Columbia will bo of the greatest value 
to England asarentlezvousfor her fleets, 
the now transcontinental line permit- 
ting the easy transportation of troops 
and supplies entirely within her own 
borders. The Bulletin proceeds to 
point out the importance of Vancouver 
to Great Britain in the event of a war 
with Ilussia or any other maritime 
power and thinks that year by year 
tho situation grows more interesting, 
and the nations bordering on the Paci- 
fio are moro critically considered, as 
their naval positions give them strate- 
gical importance in 'relation to the 
coromerce:o£,;thcw9rid.

if. 1\. IT. the Duke of Connaught, 
having obtained tho consent of her 
Majesty," has applied again to the 
Horse Cluards for employment on ac- 
tive service in India. There is now a 
hesitation on the part of the authorities 
in complying with the request. 

During the debate in tho House of 
Commons Last night Mr. Laboucliere 
drew the attention of the House to tho 
fact that Mr. Sullivan, home rule mem- 
ber for Louth, was eating his supper in 
hi.s .seat, and .spoke in a half iiumorous 
and half sarcastic manner of the emi- 
nent impropriety of the act as incon- 
sistent with the dignity of the occasion 
and the weighty subject under discus- 
sion. Much amusement was created 
by the incident, and the Chair appeal- 
ed to Mr. Sullivan to di.scontinne his 
repast, whereupon he collected the 
fragments of his meal and put the vio- 
tuals under bis seat. 

It has come to the knowledge of the 
authorities that there are moro mark- 
ers implicated in the false scoring at 
Wimbledon mooting. 

A despatch from Candahar states 
that Nana Sahib has been (»ptured by 
native cavalry. As far as is ascertain- 
able he \\oa been identified by some old 
Cawnporers, wlio were well acquainted 
with him. 

'i'lic Piritish L'onservativc.s havo gain- 
ed several seats since the general ideo- 
tion.s, and by the retirement of Lord 
P.amsay from the Commons another in 
Liverpool. 8ix Conservatives have 
been unsealed nn petition. Of the 
seats thus lost three have been refilled 
by Conservatives and three for the pre- 
sent remain vacant. On the other 
hand fourteen Liberal members have 
been unseated on petition. Six of the 
seats havo been refilled by Liberals, 
one has been wrested from them by tho 
Con.servatives, and seven are now 
vacant, licside.s those, the Conserva- 
tives havo won five seats at by-elec- 
tions — Oxford, Wigton, Sandwich, 
Buteshire and Berwick — while they 
have lost only one, at llandon. Tho 
total su.Timing up, therefore, of tho 
party gains and losses up to this time 
shows a strength for the Conservatives 
of 237 as against 3-l.T for the Liberals, 
or a Liberal majority, indejiendently of 
tho Home Rulor.'i, of IOC, instead of 
118, the figure at which it stood at the 
opening of the session, when there were 
236 Conservatives, 304 Liberals, and 
62 Home Rulers. 

In Ireland a man purchasing land at 
fifteen years' rental to-day will proba- 
bly three years hence, after a run of 
good harvests, bo able to soil for at 
least twenty-five, as the farmer cla.s.s 
will then be roost eager to buy. 

Lord Sefton and Mr. John Roberts, 
SI. P. for Flint Boroughs, have agreed 
to prohibit the .sale of liquor in any 
shape on land laid out for building pur- 
poses by thom in the south of Liver 
pool. For some years past new streets 
have been springing up over this area, 
and it is estimated that, when the 
whole ground is covered, there will be 
some 50,000 persons living in a district 
whero not a drop of liqi-or can bo sold 
or bought. What aro the results so 
far / Mr. Roberts declares that ho 
has never had a word of complaint 
from owners or occupiers of houses in 
tho district on account of the absence 
of liquor shops. 

Truth says that tho Upper Chamber 
will not long continue to exist in its 
present form can hardly be a matter 
»f doubt; indeed, it Hias only existed 
up to now because there has never been 
a Deraooratic Hou.se of Conimon.s. If 
the Irish Disturbance Bill was thrown 
out because it remotely seemed to im- 
peril the rights of landlords, is it likely 
that the drastic legislation in regard to 
land which is impending, will meet 
with more favour. With the excep- 
tion perhap.s, of about twenty or thirty 
Peers, the entire body is in antagonism 
with the political views entertained by 
tho majority of Englishmen. I am 
not saying whether tho Peers are right 
or tho majority is right, but, if thoy 
differ, it can hardly be snjiposed that 
the latter will not overturn the former. 
The question will then arise, whether 
two Chambers or one Chamber is the 
most practical solution of the Parlia- 
mentary system. Much has been said, 
and much more may be said, on either 
side. Probably the most workable 
Constitution for Anglo-Saxons is that 
of tho United States, in which an 
elective Senate, tho members of which 
are elected for different terms, so that 
there is never one general election of 
the entire body of senators; exercises 
legislative and executive duties. Were 
we to adopt such an Upper Chamber 
tho Colonies, as well as tho mother 
country, might ba represented in it, 
which would greatly tend to the con- 
solidation of the Empire. 

The prophecy of Mr. AValtcr, of the 
London 2'i7JW5, is being fulfilled. Many 
years ago ho said ho foresaw another 
exodus such as that from Ireland in 
1818-50. "But (he said) then it will 
be that of farmers and labourers from 
English shires." 

Probably few persons (says the Lon- 
don Truth) havo had so many propos- 
als of marriage as Lady BurdettCoutts. 
I was talking a day or two ago with 
an eminent widower. "I myself (he 
said) have proposed to ber, for I regard 
this as a duty that ev^iry man owe.'; to 
his family."

Tho'^bmpanylias secured 
from tho American Bell Telephone 
Company the exclusive use of its ap- 
paratus 'between Boston and New York 
for a term of seven years from tho 1st 
of July last, and its proposed scheme, 
will soon be in operation. Boston and 
Providence will be first put in com- 
munication with each other, and after 
that line is iri'good working order two 
lines will bo extended from Providenc» 
— one to Now York, by way of New 
London, New TLiveu and Bridgeport. 
A spur lino will be run from Provi- 
dence to Hartford, ,AVatorbury and 
other town.s in thfl NaUgatjiclc^ . valley 
to Bridgefiort. Lines from Springfield, 
^^'^orceRtcr and other cities'.will be con- 
structed, tapping and actiiig'as feeders 
to the main lino. The company also 
has tho right to construct line.s from 
New York to ^^'aihington, by way of 
Philadelphia and Baltimore...- When 
tho lines aro completed 'siib.scrib'ers to 
tho local telephone can, it is saiil, for a 
small fee in addition to their local 
rate.M, talk with people in any of tho 
cities which have tho telephone systpjn.

t Railway >vork has been going ahead 
rapidly 'during the past month, and the 
lino from Emory to Yale ia almost ready 
for the ties. In the first tunnel the steam 
drills are telling, .although, of course, the 
backing out of the nuchinerj- for every 
blast and resetting it afterwards eats up 
time. Y'osterday was pay day, and it is 
te bo presumed that to-day and to-morrow 
will be rather "lively." ■ ' 

Y'alo is complaining a little of dull times 
as tlio railw.iy camps are moving farther 
from it, diminishing the nuriiberof its in- 
babitants. . Still it appears to be doing 
pretty well antt several liew^buildings oie 
going up. 

At Chilliwhack on Wednesday tho 
steamer William Irving mot witii her first 
accident. She was lying at Ashwoll's 
Landing, whore the bank is about 15 feet 
high, touting on hay for Yale, and had got 
it nearly all on board when a piece of tho 
bank, containing probably about ten tons 
of earth, suddenly, and without any ap- 
parent moving cause, came tumbling down 
on tlio starboard guard, smashing away 
about 30 feet of it clean in to the hull. 
Mr. Ashwell, who was standing on the 
bank describing to a pas.icngor on board 
how the land was -being out away by tho 
river, came down with the slide and had 
a narrow escape from being buried in the 
soft eaiih. Fortunately lie Kustainod no 
injury. Tho damage to the Irving 
amounts to about ^100 wr gloO. 

At '.I logging camp up the coast near 1 into 
Inlot a man nanteil T. Uanlaii was killed 
some days ago,. It appears ti^at-a^^log was 
being run into the boom when 'it < rolled 
and crushed tho poor follow to death. The 
remains were interred nc;ir the camp by 
Ifanlan's companions. While tho men 
were absent from the camp eng.aged in the 
sad ceremony tho Indians stole a consid- 
erable quantity of their property. A canoe 
was sent to the Inlet to report, and Hun. 
Mr. Xolson diapatched the Etta White 
with some coii.stablcs to recover llip .hIoIimi 
property.

Afterward reduce the doso to fifteen 
dro))K, and then down to ton, 
and then down to live drop.s. To make 
a cure it takes from five to fifteen days, 
and in extreme cases thirty days. 
Seven days arc about the, ayerago in 
which a cure-can bo ofiected. 

HusBia's Three Anaios. 

The lluRsinn forces are divided into 
three se[)arate armies — the European, 
tho Caucasian, and tiio Asiatic. Tho 
Caucasian army, consisting of twenty- 
eight regiments of infantry, four bat- 
talions of shfirp.sliooters, and four re-' 
gimeiits of dragoons, Ims been al-

tulions of sharpiihooters eleven garrison 
battalions, three brigades of field artil- 
lery, a b.ittalion of foot artillery, and 
two coiniianics of .sappeis and miners. 
To these troops can be added ten bat- 
tallons of CoB-sack infantry, cloven 
(JoHsack batteries, and forty-seven regi- 
iiK/nts of irregular Coaoack cavalry. 
Tlie whole strength of this Asiatic 
army can, therefore, be reckoned at be- 
tween 00,000 and 70,000 men. In

WuKX TO Cut WiiKAT. — There is a 
right time to cut wheat, and it i.s as 
soon as the grain has pns.sed from tho 
milky to the doughy state. It will 
then not shrivel nor lose weight, the 
grai^ irUUop.lr'be^rougl^ and liarsb, nor 
the bran brittle. At this^ period ' ttie 
bran is thin and nio.st elastic, can bo 
best separated, and will leave the larg- 
est proportion of white flour. From 
this time until it becomes oyer-ripo tho 
bran will continue to. thicken and be- 
come niore brittle, and as the bran 
thickens antiiincrcases in weight, the 
yield ofJlour will decrease in tlio same 
ratio. 1 -.'•Wheat cut in its doughy state 
must not be left lay in the hot sun to 
dry .suddenly, but should bo bound and 
i shocked at once, and if capped all tho 
better,- 8(^'^ tO'Oure as slowly as possi- 
ble!' ' 'Etirly cutting iins the advantage 
of less loss by shelling in the field, the 
straw will be brighter and more valua- 
ble for feed, and the sheaves will pack 
in much less space than when cut after 
being fully ripe. — Wfeklij Presg. 

KCUCSE.VK IN THE POUI.TIIY YARD. — 

Kero.seno oil judiciously applied is a 
valuable article in the poultry liou.se. 
Perches washed with it occasionally re- 
main .free .from vermin; it is also eflec- 
tivo in the. cleaning of nest-boxes. It 
appetirs, however, ;that there is a wrong 
as wrll as a., riglit' way of employing 
this pungent substance. According to 
the Poultnj World kerasenu sliouhl be 
applied beneath the nests and upon the 
wood only. It is too strong'; and -pene- 
trating to be placed where it will cdmo 
in direct contact with the eggs (hat are 
being ."ct on or to touch the bodies of 
the fowd.';. Tliorefoie where it is care- 
lessly or too profusely scattered, so tliat 
tho hen sits upon it or her cgg.s aro 
touched with the liquid, it does more 
harm than good, often penetrating the 
shells antl destroying the embryo 
chicks. AccordingUo the authority re- 
ferred to, if tho eggs are smeared with 
kero.sene oil at any period, either when 
first laid. or while being set, their vi- 
tality is.as surely destroyed as it would 
bo if the shells were ]iuiicture<l or 
crushed. 

A good way to keep cut lloworu fresh 
to lay them in wet cloths. Take 
them out of the vase at night, sprinkle 
wii.il coid water, and wrap them with 
clotha made very wet with cold water. 
The weight of tlie cloth will not crush 
tho most delicate flowers, while ^ it | 
keeps out the air and prevents the fall- j 
ing to pieces or opening further. | 
Collect some soot from a chimney or i 
a stove whore wood is used as fuel, i 
put into an old jiitclier and pour hot I 
water upon it. "When cool uso it (o ; 
water your plants every few days. The | 
effect upon plants is wonderful in pro- 
ducing a rapid growth of thirty 'sboots 
with largo thick loavee and 'a great 
number of richly-tinted leaves. 

With the best grass it is necessary to 
grow groeii-foddor crops for cows, nnd 
sometimes for horses, for it is found 
that tho grass alone will not support 
as many cow.s as tho farm can and 
ought to carry of the other crops. 

One of tho best mcthod.s of keeping 
up tho fertility of cow pastures "is to 
give the cows e.\lrft food during the 
pasturing season. This extra food will 
bo repaid in extra milk every weok, 
and so enrich tho droppings as to fully 
compensate the pasture for all the gi-az- 
ing. 

To keep bugs off melon and squash 
vines, plant a tomato plant in each hill. 
By doing this tho bugs did not bother 
thorn; while across tho fence where 
there were no tomatoes, they were all 
killed by the bugs. 

-^Do'riot allow your milk pans to vbc 
used for all sorts of household uses. 
You cannot make sweet, fine butter if 
the milk is put into rusty old tins. 

For the last five years I have not 
lost a cucumber or melon vine or cab- 
bage plant. Get a barrel with a few 
gailoiis of gas-tar in it; pour water on 
the tar; always have it ready when 
neodcil; and when the bugs appear 
give them a liberal drink of the Uir- 
water from a garden sprinkler or other- 
wise, and if the rain washes it off and 
they return repeat the dose. It will 
also destroy the Colorado jiotato bee- 
tle, and frighten the old potato bug 
worse than a thrashing with a brush. 
Five years ago this summer both kinds 
appeared on my latei potatoes, and I 
watered with the tar-water. The next 
next day all Colorados that had 
not been well protected from 
the sprinkling were dead; nnd the 
others, though their name is legiou, 
•wore all gone. I am aware that many 
will look upon this with indifference, 
because it is so cheap and simple a re- 
medy. Such should always feed both 
their own and their neighbor's bugs, as 
they frequently do. — 7<Jx. 
tinaly they got to the lywcst game of 
TiiK Black KuoT ox I'lum Tijees. — 
The N. Y. Sail .says : The black warts 
or knots on plum trees aro caacod by a 
f ahigps, and .they^jshould . be cut; away 
as soon as discovered, and the trees 
stimulated to make a vigorous growth. 
A quart or two of salt scattered over 
the surface of the ground about each 
tree will be benoflcial, and aid in check- 
ing disease. This wo know from our 
own experienct! to be the I'cmedy. 
Cut ofl'aiid burn the infected branches 
and «youAvULaav,eyei)r.. trees and fruit. 

It isjof.tho very utmost importance 
that stock should have good, puro wa- 
ter and plenty of it. Tlio thirst of ani- 
mab during the hot weather can read- 
ily be imagined from judging it by tho 
human thirst ; and tcdepiive the ani- 
mal of a sufficient drink is about the 
•worst apooies of cruelty tliafc can be in-' 
flicted iipon'.the 7 bnito, .creation. The 
agony of excessive tliifst' is si'tnply ter- 
rible.
